TV. ARMY CANTEEN AGAIN. 

Itarv or vV »r has received 
a 1. tter from Noel 11 lines, the In- 
spector General of the State of 
Kentucky. The author writes in 
vigorous protest against the argu- 
ment, of Inspector General Burton, 
of the Army, in favor the cwiteeu. 
Ttts letter is a rambling production 
with the qualities of a temperance 
appeal, and otherwise notably as 
o Mttalnlng the charge that army 
o fleers are lawbreakers and hypo- 
o ites. Tlris allegation is based on 
the assumption that there exist at 
numerous posts officers clubs where 
liquor is sold and where the horrid 
examples excite the enlisted men 
to conduct that is •'rovenjrofil. reck- 
ons And obstinate." The protest 
would be ignored were it not for 
the fact that It comes from a man 
who lias some standing in his homo 
community, who held a commission 
in the volunteer army daring the 
war with Spain, and who later was 
a first lieutenant of the artillery 
army, resigning from the military 
service in September, 1902. Gaines 
did fine service in the Philippines, 
where he unearthed the commissary 
frauds and played a prominent and 
effective part in the punishment of 
the culprits. Afterwards, while he 
was attached to the Inspector Gen- 
eral's Department as a volunteer 
officer he was instrumental in deal- 
ing with certain untoward condi- 
tions in Manila at a time when 
treachery was rampant, and it re- 
quired nerve to tackle the secret 
offenders. It is understood that 
Gaines belongs to a family which 
is, or lias been, largely interested 
in distillery business In Kentucky, 
but that incident need not. of course, 
make him ineligible as an agitator 
against the canteen. Gaines bears 
a good reputation on account of his 
volunteer service, and that recol- 
lection is the only thing which 
saves him from being held up to 
ridicule on account of a letter which 
does him no special discredit, how- 
ever one is inclined to give him the 
"benefit of the doubt."

Working along with the influential 
friends of education which must 
bo a superior agency for holding 
the people to the support of the 
Common schools. Napoleon said: 
"When a great thing is to be done 
In public affairs keep away from 
the leaders anil gO to the people." 
bnd "the people" that shall finally 
bring peace, confidence, reconcilia- 
tion, through all our borders are 
the youth and the children now 
being trained tor the prrandest effort 
of Christian a Iministratlonal ethics 
that ever control ted a generation 
of men — the education of the head, 
the hand, and the heart of young 
Anieiica. Then, as Thomas .Tefler- 
lon said. "If we educate the chil- 
dren aright our deeendants will be 

wiser than we. and many tbinus 
Impossible to us will he easy to 

them." American Illiteracy means 
Ignorance, narrowness, and dull- 
ness of mind which slut- every 
untutored man or woman from the 
great modern source of reliable 

knowledge concerning every thing 
—the printed page. 

Illiteracy in labor means an en- 
slaved people, doing work with 
every muscle, fragments of brain, 
figments Of character, and a sug- 
gestion of spirit. Illiteracy in the 
home means that this same class 
of peoph — exist— with a faithful 
percentage of children below the 
age of 10, launched into life weighted 
■with all manner of physical ail- 
ments, to say nothing of the curse 
of Intemperance and the swarming 

brood of vices-such illiteracy being 
the champion Infidel against "the 
light of the world." Illiteracy in 
civil life means irresponsible 

officers, fraudulent voters; govern- 
ment of the public trust, by politi- 
cians. The message of the educa- 
tional public reads: 

"No people can be educated in 

any other way than by itself, in a 
system of instruction, organised, 
supported, and supervised by the 



whole people, through competent 
agents elected by and responsible 
to themselves. " 

If any taxpayer Objects to this, 
"that he does not believe in school- 
ing other people's children/ 1 let 
him wait till (be neighborhood is 
filled with illiteracy, and then ask 
if it is mors profitable then to pay for 
other people's children as paupers, 
criminals, unskilled laborers or 
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Istio and insubordii: 
Education is respo 
llgion, only for what 

portunity to do in 
sensible, and persis 
the most economical manner of dis- 
bursing private wealth for philan- 
thropic purposes is to supplement 
public taxation — building school 
houses, sreotins, libraries, and de- 
veloping tlie true spirit of Amer- 
ican interest ami patriotism. The 
poorest kind of charity is to sup- 
port an impecunious incompetent— 
as a school teacher— at the expense 
of your own children ! 

In the most favored States hardly 
one youth in twenty above 15, is in 
any school. The school age is from 
fi to 14. In the North Atlantic 
division of States, 16. In the North 
Central, 77. in the Western division 
7ii per cent, of all children between 
6 and 14 represent the average at- 
tendance on the public schools and 
the same ratio of private attend- 
ance. Thus in round numbers only 
54 per cent, of rhe children of the 
South, between 0 and 14, are in 
regular school attendance, and the 
ratio beyond that age is smaller in 
the North." Kentucky is very 
progressive, intelligent and broad- 
minded in establishing schools and 
in every practicable way promoting 
educational ethics. Knowing that 
the present child must be taught 
scientifically if he is to be a pro- 
fessional, farmer, trader, or busi- 
ness man in the coming years. 
When the poet asks-: "Can the stars 
give us peace." we must answer 
yes, for in these, (he most mechan- 
ical, and, therefore, the least com- 
plex of nature s problems, we find 
invariably that continuity, con- 
stancy and stability, which are but 
different forms of energy or the 
power of doing work— disappear as 
do light or heat— reappearing as 
electricity or affinity in building 
up the cells of plants, the tissue of 
animals, or the seed forms of 
thought' Then, as Ruskin said: 
"Let every dawn of morning be to 
you as its close. Let every one of 
these short lives leave its short 
record of some kindly thing done 
for others, some goodly strength or 
knowledge gained for yourselves." 
For: 

"The glory of our life 
Comes not from what we do or 

what we know. 
But dwells forever in what we 
are."
